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1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 13-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. More particularly, in claim 13, line 2, the phrase, 
"substantially as herein described with reference to Example 1 or 2" is clearly improper, 
and in independent method of use claim 14 the phrase "for the purpose of imparting 
tamper evident-properties" does not identify what the "imparting" is directed on or 
towards. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP 
0 470 760 A2 taken in view of EP 0 403 161 . EP 760 substantially discloses (modified 
by utilizing additional conventional techniques, as applicant admits; specification, page 
3, bottom paragraph) the claimed synthetic paper which can be used, e.g. as a label, 
(claims 38, 39) and which is substantially an anticipation, except for a teaching of 
tamper resistance properties, of the formed multi-layer article, as well as for the 
absence of an express teaching of both the density of suitable HOPE core layers as well 
as the presence of an outer adhesive layer. Note particularly the Abstract, page 3, lines 
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6-1 1 , 23-47, page 4, lines 23-27, page 5, lines 43-47, Examples, page 15, line 54-page 
16, line 2, claims 1,6,11,22, 38, 39. The secondary reference EP '161, however 
teaches (note particularly the Abstract, page 2, lines 31-53, page 3, lines 19-25, page 4, 
lines 16-18, Example 1 , claims 1 , 2,4, 16) the presence of a closely related tamper 
resistant structural film which also expressly teaches the presence of an outer (heat 
seal) adhesive on the multi-layer article, and the utilization of core polymer films 
meeting the claimed density limitation ((0.6g cm(-3)) of applicant's core layer. 
Accordingly, one of ordinary skill, motivated by an expectation of improving the tamper 
resistant properties in label films such as those disclosed by EP760 would be sure to 
choose HDPE films having the requisite density range as suggested by the 
polypropylene cores of EP'161's examples (0.6g cm(-3)) in order to obtain the desired 
properties, i.e. mean cohesive range values suitable for effective tamper resistance 
properties, and would also incorporate a suitable outer adhesive layer, as hinted at by 
its own teachings as well as EP'1 61 , and thereby either form, or clearly render obvious, 
the claimed genus of articles and the accompanying nominal method of tamper 
resistance claims. Other parameters, such as the claimed range of layer thicknesses, 
presence of specific outer layers, pigments, and antistatic agents are each believed to 
be obvious modifications to one of ordinary skill, in the absence of unexpected results. 
5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Note also Ashcradt et al, Wade et al, and the PGPub to inventor 
Dalgleish.
